The Czechs were allowed 
to get free men in scor- 
ing positions, and we 
paid heavily for that.

Australian soccer 
fans are quick to 
write off a sportsman 
as soon as he’s out of 
the limelight and 
perhaps | have suf- 
fered because of this 
since | stopped play- 
ing with the national 
team. 


People laugh at me when I 
tell them I’m only 28. 
Because I’ve been play- 
ing club soccer for nine 
years in Australia and 
had four years with the 
national team, people 
think I’m over the hill. 

But I’m only 28 and very 
happy with my form and 
fitness at the moment. 
I’m a long way from 
being over the hill and, 
in fact, think I’m good 
enough to play in the 
current Australian 
team. 

I’m not trying to big- 
note myself, but I look at 
the current national team 
and know I’m as good as 
many of the players I see. 
There are some players in 

the team who I don’t 

rate at all. I know I’m 

better and would like a 

chance to show it. 

Some people will no doubt 
point out that I an- 
nounced in late 1977 I 
was no longer available 
for Australian team 
tours. At the time, I 
didn’t want to tour any- 
more but there were 
special reasons. 
had just returned from 
the 1977 World Cup qual- 
ifying tour. I spent the 
previous four years tou- 
ring with the national 
team and was mentally 
and physically tired. 

On top of that, my wife had 
just had a child and nat- 
urally I wanted to spend 
more time at home with 
my family. 

Those two factors promp- 
ted me to say I didn’t 
want to tour again but 
honestly I thought few of 
the players of the ‘77 
team would be part of 
the future plans of the 
national team, anyway. 

Australia had missed out 
on the World Cup in Ar- 
gentina and everyone 
was bitterly dis- 
appointed. Major 
changes were expected. 

Now, as Australia pre- 
pares for the 1981 World 
Cup qualifying games, I 
notice many familiar 
faces in the national 
team. 

I’m not knocking coach 
Rudi Gutendorf for this, 
but I realise there is a 
chance for me to return 
to the national team. Of 
course, I'm not the only 
player in the country 
who would dearly love to 
represent Australia. The 
decisions on who plays 
and who misses out are 
made by Rudi Gut- 
endorf. 

I have the enthusiasm to 
again play for Australia 
and I know I can be of 
value to Gutendorf. 
Australia must beat sev- 

eral Asian countries to 

qualify for the World 

Cup. I have played 

against these countries 

many times and have 
toured Asia. 

I know what it’s like to 
face the energetic In- 
donesians in front of 90,- 
000 screaming, partisan 
fans in 100° F heat. It’s an 
experience, I can tell 
you, but having gone 





— 


through it I know what 

to expect and how to 
overcome the problems. 

I have a good reputation in 
Asia. I've scored many 
goals against Asian 
teams and my style of 
play always seemed to 
upset the Asian players. 
I used to hit them hard 

and give them a rough 

time. I don’t have to tell 
you that players from In- 
donesia, Singapore, Hong 

Kong and the like are 

scared stiff of me. 

The Australian soccer 
Press has called me the 
‘mean machine’ because 
of my encounters with 
the Asians. I’m not 
saying I’m a macho man 
but using strength and 
aggression sometimes is 
the only way against the 
Asians. 

The Asians are typically 
fast, mobile and small 
players. It’s hard for 
Australian teams to 
match their speed when 
playing in the hot, humid 
conditions of Asia. 

Australian players aren’t 
used to such conditions 
and wouldn’t last if they 
tried to match the 
Asians’ running. But by 
using our attributes — 
aggression and physical 
contact — we can over- 
comeany dis- 
advantages. 

Frankly, I'd love the 
chance to rattle a few 
goals in against my ‘old 
friends’ in Asia. 

Whether I do or not 
depends on Rudi Gut- 
endorf. Perhaps he has 
already decided on the 
18 or 20 players he will 
use in the 1981 games, 
which makes it hard for 
myself and the other 
players battling for a 
place. 

But I honestly think Gut- 
endorf will be ex- 
perimenting more with his 
team. With the team he 
has now, victory in the 
Oceania sub-group is not 
certain, let alone World 
Cup qualification. 


I wouldn’t expect to be 
given a chance in the 
national side unless I 
was in good form. In 
fact, I think I’m playing 
the best I have for a few 
seasons. 


The reason for that could 
be my move to Foot- 
scray at the start of last 
season. Prior to joining 
Footscray, I had played 
for South Melbourne and 
Marconi; two teams 
with many top players. 


Playing in a top team can 
cause a player some- 
times to be lax. For 
example, in a good side 
some players will not 
pull their weight, but 
will get away with it be- 
cause there are other 
good players to get the 
team through. 


But Footscray isn’t a team 
full of stars. Because the 
club paid good money 
for me, I’m expected to 
perform well every 
week, and this brings the 
best out of me. 


Other players look up to 
me because I’ve represent- 
ed Australia, and this puts 
the edge on my game. I 
have thrived in the new sit- 
vation. There’s nowhere to 
hide if things go bad. 


Footscray has been very 
good to me and I want to 






repay the people for 
that. I want to do my 
best for the club. 


This season is going to bea 


struggle, however, 
unless the club buys 
three or four good play- 
ers. Actually, a few of 
the players are a bit hurt 
because of the club’s at- 
titude. 


After we got Footscray out 
of trouble last season, 
the officials said they 
had seen the light. The 
players were told a new 
coach and new players 
would come to Foot- 
scray. 


We have a new coach, but 
the team is exactly the 
same, except for Joe Pa- 
linkas who transferred 
to Brisbane City. 


Footscray needs three 
or four strong, determined 
players. The team lacks 
these qualities at the 
moment and will struggle 
without the right players. 


In the squad there are six 
or seven really skilful 
Yugoslavs, but it’s been 
proven that their skill 
alone is not enough in 
the Philips League.° 


With three or four robust, 
experienced players, 
Footscray would have a 
good team. You need 
this type of player when 
you get down to the nitty 
gritty of league soccer. 


The club is supposedly 
importing two players 
from Yugoslavia — a left 
back and a midfielder. But 
there’s no guarantee they 
ae good enough for the 


Even if they are good 
enough, there’s a chance 
they will not be able to 
produce the goods be- 
cause they are homesick 
or unsettled by the lan- 
guage barrier. 


The best thing is to buy 
players from local clubs 
who have jobs and 
homes here and who 
know the local condi- 
tions. 


Otherwise, it will be pretty 
disheartening to start 
the season with the 
same team which just 
missed relegation. 


The early Ampol Cup 
games have shown Foot- 
scray is not as strong as it 
should be. The team seems 
to have a problem in 
defence. No matter which 
team we are playing, we 
always seem to give them 
a handful of scoring chan- 
ces, 


Often we can get away 
with it because the-op- 
position doesn’t take the 
chances but that won't 
happen every game. 


I have been used in 
defence this season by 
coach Rocco Ille and 
played two games last 
season in the back four. 


I played as a sweeper and 
ennjoyed my three 
games in that position. 
It’s an easy position to 
play if you can read the 
game, and know the 
strengths of your oppo- 
nents.

For example, against Hei- 
delberg in the Philips 
Cup last season, I played 
sweeper and Kept a spe- 
cial eye on Gary Cole. 


I know that Heidelberg 
plays through balls for 
Cole, so I dropped back an 
extra couple of yards to 
stop him breaking away. 
The plan had some suc- 
cess, as we won 2-1. 


I’ve also played many 
games in midfield for 
Footscray after playing 
most of my career as a 
centre forward. Midfield 
is where I will be play- 
ing most of this season. 


I’m not too keen on playing 
centre forward for Foot- 
scray. Too often I’ve 
been stranded at centre 
forward because I 
wasn’t getting any ser- 
vice. 


Our midfield players stay 
very deep, and this 
makes it hard for a 
centre forward to work. 
Centre forward is a posi- 
tion in which you need 
plenty of support. 


The midfielders weren't 
giving me good service 
and winger Zdravko 
Lujic isn’t the type of 
player who gives early 
passes. 


But I think Lujic is the 
best left winger in Austra- 
lia. He’s strong, fast and 
can score goals, and I 
enjoy combining with him. 


I honestly think Rudi Gut- 
endorf should look at 
him, because for me 
he’s a better player than 
Branko Buljevic. 


I think last season’s coach 
Bobby McLachlan pin- 
pointed the problem 
when he said that when I 
play in midfield, I’m 
knocking balls forward 
that I should really be 
receiving. 


I've discussed my position 
with Ile, and he’s come 
up with a solution. 


But I prefer to play in mid- 
field or defence, because 
then I can really work 
and sweat for the club. 
I’ll come off the pitch 
knackered but I know 
that I have done a job. 


There are occasions when 
I'll be asked to push up. 
A couple of times we 
have been down 0-1 or 
0-2 with 20 minutes to 
go, and I’ve gone up 
front for the team to 
bang long balls up for- 
ward. 


It’s desperation stuff, but 
there’s no use sitting 
back when you're losing. 
Hopefully, Footscray 
will not have to revert to 
this desperation play 
this season.

The South Melbourne fans 
wers silent with disbelief. The 
confident smiles were gone; 
replaced by blank-faced looks 
of bewilderment. 

It is 1980, isn’t it, they 
asked. Isn’t it the start of a 
new era for South Melbourne? 
Isn't it the time our team 
wiped out the embarrassing 
memories of finishing last in 
1979? 

But there was no room for 
fairly tales at Olympic Park 
last Saturday. Instead, it was a 
recurring nightmare for South 
Melbourne’s frustrated sup- 
porters. 

It's a new season and a new 
decade, but the problems 
which dogged the team in 1979 
have remained. 

‘Bad luck and costly individ- 
ual errors contributed to South 
Melbourne’s downfall against 
State League champion Essen- 
don Croatia in the Ampol Cup 
semi final. But in the final 
analysis, the defeat can be put 
down to South Melbourne’s 
lack of team skills, cohesion, 
method and understanding be- 
tween the players. 

Last season these problems 
were compounded when the 
players’ confidence was shat- 
tered by off-field wrangles and 
aS a result the team had a sho- 
cking season. 

Confidence has no doubt 
been restored to a great ex- 
tent, but South Melbourne has 
made little headway in solving 
the other problems. 

Despite having potentially 
the strongest combination in 
the Philips League, South Mel- 
bourne hasn't produced the 
goods. But like the old saying 
goes, a team of stars doesn’t 
necessarily make a star team. 

Against Croatia last Satur- 
day night, South Melbourne 
had possession for long periods 
but produced very little. There 
was no plan in attack and 
limited creative work in mid- 
field. 

It was left to individuals — 
Vince Bannon, Alan Davidson 
and Alun Evans — to create 
openings with solo runs, 

Croatia coach John Gar- 
diner opted for a plan of con- 
tainment. The back four 
marked tightly behind a mid- 
fielder which restricted the op- 
ponents space and time.

$120m a year plan 
to restore reputation 


: A 10-year programme, involving ex- 
penditure of $120 million a year at today’s 
costs, is needed to restore Australia’s rep- 
utation as a leading sports nation, accord- 
ing to the president of the Australian 
Soccer Federation, Sir Arthur George. 





In a paper presented at the ALP National Seminar 
on sport and recreation, Sir Arthur called for a six- 
point programme over the next decade. 


The seminar was held in Brisbane at the weekend. 
Sir Arthur’s programme would consist of: 


e Upgrading of spectator facilities and provision of 
150 West German-style training establishments which 
would provide facilities for a variety of sports. 


e Increased professionalism in administration and 
coaching. 


e Government assistance to increase Australia- 
wide competition and enable Australian athletes to 
compete overseas. 


e Anational approach to sport, with particular em- 
phasis on sport in schools. : 

e@ A positive national approach to the social prob- 
lems of youth, the problems of discipline, generall 
related to sport, to fitness and competitiveness. 


e Using sport to unify Australians of different 
ethnic backgrounds and to regenerate national pride. 


Sir Arthur says he assumed a continuing inflation of 
an average of eight per cent a year and came to the 
conclusion it would be a broad programme of about 
$1,700 million. 


That was an average of around $170 million a year 
after allowing for a degree of self-help and income 
contribution from planned activities. 


The contemplated expenditure was a little more 
than one/four hundredth or .0025 per cent of the 
current consolidated State and Federal expenditure. 


He had taken as a guideline consolidated public ex- 
penditure on a State and Federal basis because pro- 
jects such as those should be financed by a com- 
bination of: 


Grants by the Federal and State Governments, 
direct expenditure by Federal and State Governments 
and local authorities, loans by the State and Federal 
Governments, portion of which may be by guarantee, 
and contributions of sport itself . . . “‘as there must be 
a degree of self-help in any such programme.” 


© Preliminary discussions were held at the end of No- 
vember 1979 about the realisation of teh World Youth 
Championship in Australia which will take place from 3 to 
18 October 1981.
